MOORLAND.

GOONHILLY DOWNS. 


A. 
— 


(By C. C. ROGERS.) 


HERE must be some sixteen square 
miles of this No Man’s Land, lymg 
between three seas—the sea that rages all 
the wav from Newfoundland to assault the 
Lizard. rocks and the serpentine olf 
Kynance Cove; the sea that has driven 
many a ship to its doom on the jagged 
Manacles; and the quiet waters of the 
Helford creek. 
Two local landowners and a distant one 
claim portions of the moor. At least, 


they reckon it in their returns for taXa- 


tion, and they send their guests to shoot 
at snipe and plover over its lonely acres. 
I think, however, that, if truth be spoken, 
we should hear that this No Man’s Land 
has never owned a lord or master, has 
never given up its secret; and, even if it 
has not hoarded wealth, because it had no 
wealth te hoard, it has, through all the 
aves. grudged reward for labour. ‘‘ The 
labourer is not worthy of his hire,’’ those 
boulders seem to mutter, as they stand 
there rooted round some clearing. Year 
by vear the gorse and heather encroach 
upon that patch of cultivation, while over- 
head the wheeling plover echo' and re- 
echo the boulders’ independence, as, flying 
there in freedom, they mock the sons of 
toil. 

\nv wanderer, who moves to and fro 
on this earth in watchful mood, may now 
-and then find himself in thrall to a tract 
of land that is like a commanding 
personality. ‘‘ Watch my moods or you 
will suffer. Note my wishes or beware. 
Never, never, think that you will plumb 
my secret.” Such is the refrain of that 
land’s silence. Thereafter you may bend 
or disobey, but there will be no forgetful- 
The land has set its seal 
haunt your 


ness [or you, 
upon your soul, and will 
waking days for good or evil. 


“A WHISHT OLD PLACE.” 


Even. such a tract of country is this 
moorland that we call Goonhilly Downs, 
and we, who live in its shadow or its sun- 
shine, would not willingly exchange that 
overlordship for any other. <A hundred 
vears ago. for any stranger who set out 
on the ten lonely miles between Helston 
and the Lizard, it was adventurous 
journeying. To-day the main road and 
the telegraph wires, the motor ‘bus and 
lorry traverse the moorland = with 
impunity, but the face of it remains un- 
ehanged, and in definance of that single 
line of traffic it preserves the. silence of 
things weighted by an age-long memory. 

“Tis a whisht old place,” says: Maud 
Bennetto, looking out from her cottage on 
the edge of the moor. ‘‘ Mod,’’ as she js 
popularly called, is the daughter 
of Chizzie (Melchizedek) Leain, the 
‘nearest’? man in Wendron. Neigh- 
bours said that she did ‘badly for herself 
when she married Brlly Bennetto, - who 
brought her little but five foot nothing of 
male cunning and Spanish blood and 
though some averred it was 
nature’s mating. However, that may be, 
William supports his wife by trapping 
rabbits, with or without permission, from 
Erisey to Caervallack, all round Mudgeon 
and Chybilly, as far as Frenchman’s Pill 
on one side and Bonython on the. other. 
Mod hangs out their ragged garments on 
the clothes line in. th» garden full of 
groundsel and. potatoes ‘that is but a 
scratch on the margin of the moor, and, 
looking out to her horizon, she knows 
that not for all the gold of Spanish 
galleons would she venture across Goon- 
hilly Downs at night. 

During the War an aerodromé rose up 
and cut the moorland sky, and drum: ng 
‘planés broke over the moorland silence ; 
but now the concrete_bases are well-nigh 
swallowed up by vegetation. Furze and 
eather keep unceasing vigilance, flowing 
back like a tide to obliterate the tracks 
It is the spiritual aloofness of 
the moorland that endows it with peculiar 
character.

FAUNA OF THE MOOR. 


Some say that Goonhilly Downs have 
no charm or colour, no landmarks to 
break the h-c:‘zon;: but we, who have 
watehed it under a wintry sky glowing 
with férzotten gold of summer, who have 
seen the heat-haze shimmering in August 
as we st d alone in the heart of that 
country, who have noted every mood from 
Januaty to December—we could tell a 
different tale. Others say that the downs 

gloomy aud depressing, or, in the 
language of Mod Bennetto, “ a whisht old 
place “; and these are paying tribute, all 
unconsciously, to that spiritual aloofness 
of the moor, because they sense in it 
something more austere than their own 
small cheerfulness, 

Wild life on this particular tract: of 
country is not abundant, though foxes, 
badgers and rabbits inhabit all the out- 
skirts, and will sometimes pass across it. 
Strange avian visitors are met there on 
migration, now and then a harrier has 
been seen, and once a hoopoe came from 
sunnier lands and so:.« departed. In its 
furzy acres the stonechat, lark and 
jinnet are at home; swallows and yellow- 
hammers will often perch on the telegraph 
wires. The goat-sucker, of mysterious 
nocturnal habits, will lay two spotted 
ers on a stony patch bereft of cover, 
trusting only to protective colouring. 
Iitavens and curlews pass across the moor- 


“land, and op certain boulders two crows 


have a familiar 
ground, 

In winter you.may flush a snipe, as you 
follow the little tracks, now full of water, 
or balance on one tussock and another. 
In winter also flocks of green and golden 
plover wheel overhead, the golden plover 
forming and reforming -aerfAl wisps, and 
the green ones flying in more close forma- 
tion, with that motion of their wings that 
is like a shimmering ecstasy. Some few 
vreen plover remain’ throughout the 
summer, but the other is always associated 
with wintry skies, and a tang in-the air, 
and a shrivelled look about the vegetation, 


perch and = croaking 


PREHISTORIC RELICS. 


There are pools of varying size on the 
moor; some dry out in summer, others 
mirror cloud and sky throughout the 
year. _ Sometimes in winter, on a day 
of sunshine, there are white gulls on 
some pool as blue as the Mediterranean, 
and, all about the margin of the water, 
straw-coloured grass is momentarily 
turned to gold. One of them ig called 
Leech Pool. It may be that Goonhilly is 
peopled with a whole world Of. ‘little 
creatures, leeches, beetles, grubs and 


flies; for the dnfinitely little remains to-’ 


day as mysterous as the infinitely great, 
and even men of science have not yet 
enshrined all creeping ahd all winged 
creatures in their museums and

The sight of an old woodcut the other 
day recalled to my mind the story ot 
these two ececentri€ ladies. One was the 
Lady Eleanor. Butler, whose only brother 
was the Earl of Ormonde. The other was 
a Miss Sarah Ponsonby, a distant relation 
of the Earl of Bessborough. 

The tradition is that they were both 
born in Dublin on the same day, and 
both lost their parents at the same time. 
They were brought up together, and th» 
similarity of their fates easily persuaded 
them that they were destined to pass their 
lives together. They spent their early 
life in retirement at the Ormonde family 
seat in Kilkenny. In 1778 they mada 
their way to Wales, and settled in the 
Vale of Llangollen. 


Separation. 


In Wales they were visited by many 
distinguished persons, and enjoyed con- 
siderable celebrity, due to their 
eccentricities. About the year 1826 Lady 
Fleanor’s health began to decline, and she 
became blind. Her comrade lavished 
every possible care upon her, and she 
lingered on until her death on the 2nd 
of June, 1829. Miss Sarah Ponsonby 
survived her friend by nineteen months, 
dving on the 8th December, 1831. A 
triangular pyramid was erected in 
Plassnewydd churchyard in memory of the 
two ladies and their faithful servant, 
Mary Carry].

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‘Che “Theng.” in Dublin. 


When the Norsemen lived in Dublin 
they had, as was customary in their own 
land, a meeting place which was called 
the ‘‘ Theng-Mote.’’ There the people 
assembled to take counsel together, and 
there, too, justice was meted out to 
evil-doers. This  Theng-Mote, with 
terraces and steps, was about forty feet 
high, and eighty yards in circumference. 
Its precise position was at the angle 
formed by Church lane and Suffolk street. 
nearly opposite the present Church of 
St. Andrew, and about forty perches east 
of the old edifice. It stood intact till 
the year 1685, when it was levelled by 
Sir William Davis, to whom the Corpora- 
tion granted the mound, and the éarth 
was used in raising the present Nassau 
street ten feet to its present level. 


A- Relic. 


I made onegpí my pedestrian pilgrimages 
to the Boyne Valley last Saturday and 
found that beautiful countryside just 
beginning to show the sign of budding 
spring. Through the courtesy of Mr. 
J. Shiels, of Drogheda, who is a 
keen student of his native county’s 
history, I was taken by car to Monaster- 
boice and Mellifont, places which, to my 
shame, I never had visited before. The 
Celtic cross at Monasterboice, of course, is 
world-famous, but, although I often had 
seen sketches and photographs of, this re- 
markable piece of work, I never really 
appreciated its beauty until I saw it, as 
it were, in the flesh. It is a thousand 
pities that such a wonderful relic of Irish 
art should be surrounded by ‘crude imita- 
tions in the form of stonemasons’ tomb- 
stones. The thing itself is so exquisitely 
wrought that nothing can spoil its charm ; 
but really some steps should be taken to 
prevent well-meaning, but ill-advised, 
persons from erecting beside it tombstones 
which, to say the least, hardly are in 
keeping with the fine traditions of Gaelic 
art. If I might make another suggestion 
to the Office of Works, it would be a good 
idea to keep the grass in the graveyard 
reasonably short. On a wet day, or even 
after a shower, the legs of the visitor's 
trousers suffer badly, and ‘nothing is less 
conducive to national piety than a pair of 
wet legs, “soith 


MC ellifont. 


Mellifont is a wonderful place. Some 
parts of the old Abbey—notably, the 
Lavabomare in a state .of .rvemarkable 
preservation, and one of the windows of 
the old Chapter House is virtually per- 
fect. I was struck by the horrid incon- 
gruity of the huge, derelict mill which 
was built some hundred years ago cheek 
by jowl with the Abbey. Mr. Shiels told 
ine that the stones “used for the con- 
struction of this monstrosity were taken, 
in part. at any rate, from the ruins: oí 
the ancient building ; and it stands to-day 
a pitiable monument to the vandalism 
of commercial “ enterprise.”” Mellifont 
to-day symbolises two ruins—one, that of 
ancient Jearning; the other that of ‘the 
Ireland which existed before the repeal 
of the Corn Laws. The mill, as it stands 
at present, is an offence to the eye. Could 
1t not be demolished? It certainly serves 
no useful purpose, and its vulgar in- 
trusion upon the storied quietude of 
Mellifont is inexcusable. 


Along the Boyne. 


Spring is very late on the Borne. King 
Billy’s Glen still is almost leafless; but 
aloné the iiver the sycamores are pushing 
out timid buds, and here and there one 
comes across a clump of audacious prim- 
roses. Saturday was a clouded day, but 
now and then the sun shone out, cresting 
the rippling river with silver; and bring- 
ing fussy water-hens scooting across the 
adjacent canai«in their hotise-hunting 
quests. “There are a few—but only a few— 
daffodils in “bloom along the Boyne. A 
week of Sunshine, however, will set Beau- 

arc ablaze, and then there will be no 
ovelier reach of river in Europe than 
that whith stretches from Slane to Stack- 
allen Bridge. For the present I should 
not advise any of my readers to adventure 
on foot from Drogheda to Slane along the 
tow-path. The going on Saturday was 
decidedly bad after the night's, rains, and 
my companion and I had several en- 
counters with miniature beg-holes, © in 
which we came off second best, In a fort- 
night’s time, however, the trees vill be 
out, and the ¢ fons will be 
beginning to think about blossoming.

He would always 
pause before one of: Turner s masterpieces, 
and, selecting a square inch of the canvas, 
he would deliver a lecture in praise of 
the artistry displayed in that single patch 
of paint.

celebrated his thirty-sixth” birthdav—at 
one time were among the most powerful 
of the territorial and political magnates 
of Ulster. " Their possessions included a 
great deal of County Down and parts of 
Antrim and Tyrone. ‘‘ Downshire’’ was 
a name to conjure with in the olden days. 
when elections were fought to spend 
money instead of to make money, and 
Members of Parliament were really inde. 
pendent. The ‘four hundred golden 
reasons,” immortalised by the late Lord 
Charles Beresford, were unknown in the 
Imperial Parhament. 

The .founder of the fortunes of the 
Downshire family was one, Sir Moyses 
Hilla stout-hearted English knight, who 
followed the fortunes of Mssex in the days 
when Elizabeth was Queen and Ireland a 
piace of. wlventure, in which a fortune 
might be gained or a grave earned among 
the woods or-bogs. Sir Moyses did well 
in the Irish campaigns—carved out for 
himself goodly lands, was made Governor 
of Olderfleet Castle—the ruins of which 
stand on the Curran of Larne—-which was 
maintained there as a naval and military 
base against the raiding Scots. Sir Moyses 
was also associated with the official life of 
Carrickfergus Castle, and, before his 
death, was Provost Marshal of the 
English troops in the North of Ireland. 
He was twice married, His first wife was 
a daughter of the famous Sorley Boge 
Macdonnell, father of the first Earl of 
Antrim. Sir Moyses’s youngest son and 
successor, Arthur, was Governor of Hills- 
borough Fort—now Government House. 
the official residence of the Governor of 
Northern Treland—and third in descent 
from the latter was Trevor Hill, first 
Viscount Hillsborough, raised to the 
eerage in 1717, whose son was the first 
Marqtéss of Downshire, advanced to that 
dignity in 1789.

MUST FACE. 


MORE DIRECT TAXATION 
PROBABLE.

HIS time last year the British publ. 
were speculating as to what kind of 
Budget Mr. Churchill, the Conservative 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, would pro- 
duce. The Budget then was seon to be 
followed by ‘a general election and there 
were expectations of a very popular 
financial programme. Neither on the 
grounds of finance nor of electioneering 
tactics was Mr. Churchill’s last Budget a 
happy one, To-day the British public is 
speculating upon the kind of Budget Mr. 
Snowden, the Socialist Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, will announce to the country. 
Last year electioneering considerations 
were expected to modify financial ortho- 
doxy. This year the immediate require- 
ments of the unemployment problem are 
expected to modify fiscal considerations. 


PROTECTIVE DUTIES. 


If circumstances could be considered 
normal, it might be safely anticipated 
that Mr. Snowden, the Socialist Free- 
Trader, would remove the protective 
duties, such as those on motor cars. arti- 
ficial silk, optical glasses, gramaphones, 
and watches, and the revenue-producing 
tariffs which still exist on a few food- 
stuffs. On the other hand, he would in- 
crease the income-tax, making it specially 
severe on the very large incomes would 
increase. the death duties, and weuld 
impose a new tax on land values, so that 
the State, and not the landlords. shon!d 
benefit by the increasing value of land 
due to urbanisation. But circumstances 
are not normal. If in office for another 
two or three years, Mr. Snowden will. no 
doubt, carry out this programme which 
has been advocated by radicals and 
reformists for at least a generation: but 
his actual intentions, in face of exceptional 
circumstances, for the coming vear are 
much more difficult to prognosticate 


DEFICIT OF 144 MILLIONS. 
In the first place. it must be 


remembered that for the financial years 
ended March 31st, 1930, Mr. Snowden 
worked within the framework of his pre- 
decessor’s Budget, which admittedly was 
not very sound, and which unforeseen 
events made still less so. At the end of 
the fiscal year, the money which had come 
into the Exchequer was £21,400.000 leas 
than for the previous financial vear. ‘This 
was partly due to a decrease of over 
£4,000,000 from stamp duties, ; a result 
of the Stock\Exchange slump, and a drop 
of £6,500,000 on the income from Excise. 
Mr. Churchill’s estimates in the last Bud- 
get have proved to be far from right. His 
estimate of revenue for the year was about 
£746.500,000, but only £734,.200.000 was 


received. Also. actual ordinar\ expen ‘di- 


/ ture of £748,700,000 compares unfavour- 
at Richmond they pulled back to Hammer- | } woul 


ably with the estimate of £754, 300.000.

REDUCING EXPENDITURE. 


What hopes has the Chancellor of re- 
ducing expenditure in the coming financial 
year? There are three branches of ex- 
penditure where important economies mav 
be made. The most important is in the 
debt charve. lf, as se xa highly 
probable, interest rates should remain 
low, and, perhaps, move downwards, the 
Government can, as opportunity offers, 
convert the funded debt at lower rates of 
interest, while lower rates for interest on 
the Floating Debt will mean a consider- 
able saving. 

Secondly, there is the question of 
armaments. The total Navy expen iture 
for 1930-'31 is estimated at £51.73y,000. 
a saving of nearly £4,250,000 compared 
with the past vear. The Army estimates 
lor 1930-'31, amounting to £40,500.000. 
show a reduction of only £605,000 com- 
pared with the estimates for 
1929-'30. The memorandum accompanyiny 
the estimates points out that. in seeking 
to make reductions, the Minister for War 
had to face the difficulty caused by the 
ending of the income of £950,000 for the 
Rhine occupation, and £150,000 for main- 


tenance of the Army in Egypt. 
AIR ESTIMATES. 


Air estimates are, of course, of a smaller 
dimension ; but, at £17,850,000 for 1930, 
they are £890,000 higher than last year, 
but some of this is for civil aviation. 

Thirdly, there are the expenditures not | 
coming under the heading of debt or

A DECREASING INCOME. 


Mr. Snowden is, therefore, faced with & 
decreasing income and increasing expendi- 
ture. Nor is that the end of his troubles. 
His Free Trade friends and his own faith 
in the justification of thissclassic economic 
policy for this country urge him to remove 
the existing tariff barriers. The qtestion 
of the tariffs deserves special considera- 
tion. Even good Free Traders agree that 
the removal of a duty produces a jolt 
which* is, for a time at least, harmful to 
the industry which has hitherto enjoyed 
the p®otection of the tariff. Whatever the 
subsequent net benefit to the nation as a 
whole, the removal of a tariff, if, ‘nies, 
it has been effective, would aggravate wn- 
employment. In view of the existing 
serious unemployment problem, the 
present is not the time to make matters 
worse, even if only for a short period. 

On the other hand, there are certain 
small duties which bring in practically no 
revenue to the Government, and only 
affect small ranges of employment. Then 
there are the duties on sugar, coffee and 
cocoa. Mr, Snowden will probably remove 
some of the smaller duties, and also those 
on the people’s food—namely, coffee and 
cocoa ; but the crisis in the sugar industry 
will most likely prevent him from toueh- 
ing this duty, which at present gives a 
preference to the British Colonies, 


DIRECT TAXATION. 


The removal of duties will, to some 
extent, make the Treasury all the poorer. 
There seems uo alternative for Mr. Snow:

' CORK, Sunday. 
GOOD deal of criticism has been 
levelled at the efforts of the muni- 
cipal authorities in Cork to reach a 
solution of the acute housing problem in 
this area. It is suggested that the needs 
of the very poor are not being catered for, 
as the type of house constructed under 
recent schemes cannot be let at a rent 
within their means. Many of the critics 
ure inclined to overlook the fact that the 
Government, in defining conditions under 
which they will give financial aid, have 
laid down certain minimum sizes for the 
rooms of the proposed houses and also 
limited the number of houses which can 
be erected in an atre of ground. 

The accommodation provided—one large 
living room with a range, an ample 
scnllery with sink and cupboards and 
place for gas-stove, together with three 
hedrooms—complies with the Government 
conditions, and, to judge by the ready 
demand, would appear to meet the general 
need. Of course, the “ideal home ” 
would have a parlour and a bathroom, but 
it has been found possible to provide this 
additional accommodation only in a 
limited number of houses in each scheme. 

The entire problem” was reviewed by Mr. 
Daniel A. Levie, a well-known architect. 
during the course of an address to the 
members of the Cork Rotary Club. He 
agreed that the need of the very poor in 
this connection was not being met directly, 
but urged that the effect of the provision 
of small houses for tenant-ownership 
meant the vacation of less desirable accqm- 
modation elsewhere, which, in turn, meant 
the vacation of still less desirable accom- 
modation—an all-round upward trend, in 
fact, was taking place 


THE UPWARD TREND. 


‘“It is not visible.” he said,: “ but it 
exists, and the effect of the various muni- 
cipal housing schemes of the past few 
vears means the acquisition to Cork of 
455 heads of families owning in time their 


| own homes.’’ 


Of course, as Mr. Levie pointed out, the 
present rate of building goes only a small 
way towards the relief of the situation, 
but every small house built is one step 
further towards calling in the house- 
breaker in the slum areas. 

Referring to the town-planning aspect, 
Mr. Levie declared that the question of 
housing is much greater than mere accom- 
modation, and, although admitting that 
houses of fewer rooms—with two or even 
one bedroom—might be economically pos- 
sible, he decried the suggestion of erecting 
blocks of flats, likening this system more 
to warehousing their population than 
housing them. 

Even amone the members of the 
(Corporation there is disagreement as to 
the value of their efforts to date. Alder. 
man F. J, Daly recently suggested that 
neither of their schemes struck at the 
root of the problem, and he heartily sup- 
ported the suggestion that single bedroom 
and double bedroom houses would be 
welcomed. He further suggested that the 
old terrace system would vo farther to the 
relief of congestion and would cost less 
than the present system, and has inti- 
mated that the Corporation wanted an 
expression from the citizens as to the type 
of house required, 


‘UNSOUND FINANCE.”’ 


Only one member of the Cork County 
Council, Mr. D. L. O'Gorman. voiced his 
disapproval when the general estimate 
and estimate of rates for the coming year 
were adopted at virtually the same ficure 
as last vear. The original estimate 
of the County Secretary for the period 
had been £608.580, but this was reduced 
by the Finance Committce to £384,375. 

Even this reduced figure is considered 
by Mr. O’Gorman to be excessive. He 
was aware that any attempt to interfere 
with the estimate and rate at that stage 
would be regarded as obstruction, and he 
would therefore content himself by 
stating his objection to the rate as exces- 
sive and altogether beyond their means. 

He pointed out, however, that they had 
estimated for the same expenditure as iast 
year, and had struck the same rate, and 
that, therefore, it was obvious that at the 
end of that period they would have the 
same overdraft to meet. They should 
make some effort to cope with that serious 
matter; for in the past three veárs they 
should have been his to put right the 
greater portion of it. Instead, however, 
they had already had an application for 
an overdraft of £80,000 to the 50th June 
next. That was not sound finance. 

Mr. W. J. Broderick, the chairman of 
the Council, sought to justify their posi- 
tion and held out the hope that in a short 
time they would be enabled to go back 
to their normal expenditure and then 
make provision for a sinking fund to wipe 
out the overdraft. He ascribed their 
present financial position to large 
expenditure incurred at a time over which 
the present body had no control.—mali-

FRANCE’S IRISH TROOPS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—The following details will probably 
interest those who have read the account of 
the Marquess MacSwiney’s paper before the 
Royal Society of Antiquaries. They have 
been taken from the ‘‘ Sixrieme Abrége de la 
Carte Générale du Militaire de France jusqgu’ 
en Décembre, 1739.” The Irish troops in 
the service of the French King at that time 
consisted of five battalions of infantry and 
three squadrons of light cavalry. The batta- 
lion commanders were Bulkeley at Valen- 
ciennes, Clare at Bergues, Dillon at Saint 


*Venant. Rooth at Saint Omer and Berwick 


at Aire. FiteJames and his cavalry were 
stationed at Bethune, and. sported six 
standards of yellow silk. Bulkeley’s men, by 
way of contrast, wore green facings and 
had grecn collars attached to their red coats. 
FitzJames's cavalry ore red coats and 
cloaks. The infantry wore red coats. The 
facings differed in the different battalions, 
those of Bulkeley’s men being green, those 
of Clare’s yellow, those of Dillon's black. 
Rooth’s men wore vests and breeches of blue, 
Berwick’s vests and breeches of white. 

The flags were as follows (i retain the 
spelling of the 4 brégé) :— 

Bulkeley: 3 Drapeauz, dont un Colonel 
avec une couronne d’ Angleterre dans chaque 
quarré et une harpe peinte en or au milieu. 

Clare: 3 Drapeaux, dont un Colonel avec 
une couronne d’ Angleterre en or dans chaque 
carré avec une harpe en or au milieu de la 
croix blanche. 

Dillon : Same as Clare. 

tooth: 3 Drapeaur, dont un blanc Colonel, 
un J et une BR d’ or couronnez au milieu de 
la croix blanche. 

Berwick: á Drapeaux dont un 
Colonel. 

FitzJames: Six ¢tendarts de soye~. jaune, 
soleil de devise du roy. 

The Crown of England in every square and 
the royal monogram in the middle of the 
white cross would be enough to prove, if 
anyone doubted it, that the so-called Irish 
Brigade was composed of the ‘‘ troops of the 
King of England.’’ The golden harp was 
probably an afterthought. These troops 
were supposed to be fighting for the ultimate 
restoration of the Stuarts to the Throne of 
England. 

The only troops wearing a green uniform 
in the French service in 1740 were Klein- 
holdt’s Dragoons, one of the ‘‘ compaqnies 
franches de Dragons troupes pour la petite 
guerre.’’—Yours, etc., P. Byrne.

STATISTICS FOR FREE STATE. 

Statistics of workmen’s compensation for 
the year 1928 now published by the Free 
State Department of Industry and Commerce 
show that during the year a total sum of 
£112,849 was paid in compensation in respect 
of 28 fatal and 5,645 non-fatal accidents, and 
in respect of industrial disease in the six in- 
dustrial groups for which returns were re 
ceived. These groups were :—Factories (in- 
cluding food, drink, tobacco, textiles, saw 
mills. shipbuilding, gas’ works and other 1n- 
dustries carried on in a factory), quarries and 
mines, constructional work and building. har 
bours, docks, etc., railways and tramways and 
shipping. 

It is of interest to mote that 15 of the 28 
fatal and 2,411 of: the 5.645 non-fatal ac- 
cidents were in the group, ‘‘ Constructional 
Work and Building.” The next most 
dangerous group was the “ Food. Drink and 
Tobacco’ section of factories, with 915 non- 
fatal accidents. 

There were 608 non-fatal accidents and 5 
fatal accidents in the ‘Shipbuilding, Metal 
Manufactures and Engineering” group. In 
the ** Railways and Tramways” group there 
were 492 non-fatal and 2 fatal accidents. 

Of the total amount paid in compensation 
only £5,671, or 5 per cent., was for fatal 
accidents, and £106,883, or nearly 95 per 
cent., in respect of-non-fatal accidents. 

_ AGRICULTURAL WORKERS. 

There were 2.495 non-fatal cases among 
workers in agriculture in which compensation 
was paid to the amount of £355,330. an aver 
age of £14 3s. 5d. each accident. There were 
15 fatal accidents, for which £1,849 er an 
average of £142 5s.. was paid. 

Comparing agriculture with the six groups 
of industries specified. it appears that agri 
culture accounted for 31 per vent. of the.tctal 
number of cases and 25 per cent. of the total 
amount. paid in compensation in 1928.

CHURCHTOWN HOUSE, 
DUNDRUM., 


Many well-known people enjoved a plea- 
sant afternoon at Diverchtown House Dun- 
drum, on Saturday, when the Misses Bird 
opened their garden to the public in aid of 
the Nurses’ Pension Fund. The sun shone 
brightly, and the visitors’ cars arrived in 
such quick succession that it was with 
difficulty that the space in front of the 
house was kept clear. The visitors ex- 
pressed their pleasnre at seeing the interest- 
ing collection of plants, and were charmed 
with the quaint woodland dell, in which so 
many delightful things are blooming. 

As the visitors went along the woodland 
walk they entered a little dell guarded by 
two fine old Wellingtonias, whose watch— 
shared now by a fine grey stone eagle—has 
heen kept for countless years. These two 
trees and a weeping beech in the vicinity 
were greatly admired by the late Professor 
Henry, who said that they were as fine 
Specimens as any that he had ever seen. 
The Wellingtonias (Californian redwood) 
tower here in this little woodland dell, and 
ond *Imost expected to see some little gnome 
or elf peeping from the girth of their 
mighty trunks; for what better place for 
them to hide when mortals intrude on their 
fairy revels.

BIRD SHELTERS. 


This dell, if not inhabited by fairy folk, 
must surely be a very pleasant retreat for 
the feathered tribe; for here are bird baths 
and bird shelters. An old Irish trough, 
probably over 200 years old, hewn from a 
solid block of granite, is filled with soil 
and planted with some of the rarer bulbs 
and encrusted saxifrages. A morcione is 
also provided for those Alpines, which abhor 
excessive moisture, All these things testify 
to the loving care that the Misses Bird ex- 
tend to plant and feathered folk. [In the 
rose bed here one should look for that 
clump of dainty swan’s neck daffodils and 
some of the gem-like daisies, such as Bob 
Roy and Dresden China. In this spet are 
also many groups ef Primula Cashmeriana, 
now coming into full bloom, and there are 
also masses of some good narcissus, such as 
King Alfred and some Madame de Graaf. 

A little further on is an old disused 
fountain. Miss Bird has again exercised 
her ingenuity by converting this into a little 
fernery for various kinds of British ferns. 
There is scolopendrium crispum, with its 
queer frilled leaves that look like as though 
they had been put through the frilling 
machine of a _ laundry. There ~ is 
also a polystichum—very rare, The only 
Albian fern here is adiantum pedatum, the 
North American maidenhair. The — visitot 
should not forget to look at the back of this 
fernerv, where will be seen—-if it has not 
gone out of bloom—some old rose-shaded 
anemone hepitica, bhoth double and single, 
and also peeping out a double blue one. In 
the dell the crocus seed themselves, making 
sheets of lovely colouring. Nearer the garden 
gate, under an oak tree, some plants of the 
Welsh fern, polypodium cambricum, are doing 
well. Kerrici japonica, on a very shady wall, 
should be in bloom. 


THE WEEPING ASH. 

In front of the house will be seen daffodils 
in the field curtsevying and nodding to their 
various groups of friends. These were planted 
by the late Judge Bird, who threw the dif. 
ferent kinds in separate lots upon the ground, 
and then planted them where they would 
give a natural effect, and he has certainly 
succeeded, Under a weeping ash near the 
house is where the fairy folk dance when 
mortals are asleep, and here they gather all 
the spring beauties to serve their queen. 
Primrose yellow and golden hues of narciss) 
contrast most beautifully with the pure and 
altogether satisfving blues of' chionodoxas 
and anemones. The effect is that of blue 
skies and the deeper blue of the sea, and 
sunshine over all. There are many gems o! 
narcissi under this tree—the Queen Anne's 
double daffodil, now nearly extinct, Is a 
native of Ireland. The colouring is very soft. 
Narcissus pallidus praecox, the earliest of all 
to bloom, does not generally naturalise well, 
but here has seeded “itself. The Lent lily of 
England is also here, and narcissus John. 
stoni, Queen of Spain, primrose yellow in 
colour. Narcissus nanus, which is lovely 
for the rock garden, is here seen in its trne 
form. There are also many different species 
of crocus from Siberia, and collected species 
of anemone apennina from the Alps add their 
lovely shades of blue. . 

The garden proper will not display its best 
until June and July, but there is much to 
interest there.

TAX APPEAL. 
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- SUPREME COURT'S 
DECISION, 
ns werner” 
HIGH COURT ORDER 
DISCHARGED, 
——— 


The Supreme Court, Dublin, consisting of 
the Chief Justice, Mr: Justice FitzGibbon 
and Mr. Justice Murnaghan, delivered ‘their 
reserved judgment last Saturday in the appeal 
which was ogy by the Revenue Com- 
missioners. from the Judgment of Mr. Justice 
Sullivan, Mr. Justice Hanna and Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne in the High Court allowing an 
appeal by way of case stated by the Special 
Commissioners, brought by the executors of 
the late Earl of Iveagh against assessments 
of the late Earl of Iveagh for income tax 
and super-tax in the years from 1923 to 1927. 

The assessments to income tax in respect 
of foreign securities and ag possessions, 
and in respect of super-tax for the years 
mentioned, amounted to £4,427, 

The sole issue in the appeal was the domi- 
cile of the late Earl of Iveagh during the 
years of assessment. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., Mr. Overend, K.C., 
and Mr. E. J Kelly (instructed by Mr. B. 
Collins) appeared for the appellants; and 
Mr. Jellett. K.C.; Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., 
and Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs. 
Sutton and Co.) for the respondents. 

The Supreme Court unanimously allowed 
the appeal and discharged the order of the 
High Court. They remitted the case stated 
to the Commissioners, with a declaration 
that the retention and occasional occupation 
of a residence in the domicile of origin was 
not incompatible with or conclusive against 
the acquisition of a domicile of choice, but 
with no other expression of opinion on the 
first question in the case stated, which, in 
their opinion, was a question of fact, and 
not open for determination on the’ case 
stated. 

As regards costs, Lord Iveagh’s executors 
must pay the costs of this appeal. and there 
wovld be no costs in the High Court. and 
similarly each party would have to abide his 
own costs of getting the case stated. 


THE CHIEF JUSTICE, 

The Chief Justice, in his judgment, said 
that this was an appeal from che decision of 
the High Court upon a case stated under the 
authority of the Income Tax Act, 1918, 
Section 149, and the Fimance Act, 1925, 
Section 12, by the Commissioners for the 
Special Purposes of the Income Tax Acts 
for the opinion of the High Court, and was, 
therefore, a case limited to the determina- 
tion of the questions of law arising upon it. 
The first case was stated following an appeal 
by the late Earl of Iveagh against assess- 
ments to income tax in respect of foreign 
securities and foreign possessions for the 
years 1923-24, 1924-25, 1925-26 and 1926-27; 
and against assessments: to super-tax for the 
years 1925-24, 1924-25 and 1925-26, on the 
ground, as regards foreign securities and pos- 
sessions, that he was not á person residing 
in Saorstat Eireann in the years 19235 to 
1927; and, as regards super-tax for the year 
1923-24, that he was not a person fesiding in 
Saorstat Eireann in the vear 1922-25. He 
also claimed that he was not domiciled and 
that he was not ordinarily’ resident in 
Saorstat Eireann in any of the years of 
assessment, and that, therefore, he was not 
liable to income tax. 

The decision of the Revenue Commissioners 
was that Lord Iveagh had not satisfied them 
that he was not domiciled in Saorstat Eireann 
for the years ended on the Sth April, 1924,1925, 
1926, and 1927, and had not satisfied them 
that he was not ordinarily resident in 
Saorstat Eireann for these periods. The 
questions of law submitted for the opinion of 
the High Court were stated at the end of the 
case. There were three of them. The first 
was whether the appellant was domiciled in 
Saorstat Eireann in the years of assessment. 
The other two were whether the appellant 
was a citizen of, and resident in Saorstat 
Eireann, in the years of assessment, but 
these had not been pursued in the present 
appeal. The High Court decided against 
the Revenue Commissioners on the first and 
second questions, holding on the second that 
there was no evidence on which they could 
find that. the appellant was a citizen of 
Saorstat Eireann, and affirming the Commis- 
sioners’ decision on the third. 


QUESTION FOR DECISION. 

The Revenue Commissioners appealed to 
the Supreme Court, and on the hearing of 
the appeal only one question was argued, 
and that was as to the domicile of the ap- 
pellant. The case had been admiracly 
stated, and presented in a quite clear manner, 
so that it was not necessary, and, perhaps, 
undesirable to state it in the judgment. The 
Special Commissioners also set out fully the 
process of reasoning by which they reached 
their decision. An adequate study of the 
case and the arguments in that Court hed 


necessarily required the expenditure of mich 
time, and he would state shortly the conclu- 
sions which he had arrived at. He begar 
with this, that domicile was a question of 
fact. and that the effective acquisition of a 
domicile of choice with its correlative effec- 
tive abandoning of the domicile of origin or 
previous domicile of choice, was also a ques- 
tion of fact. It was sufficient to select for 
authority the decision of their own Court of 
Appeal in Davis and Adair, Under the code 
of income tax law, derived from the British 
Legislature, and effective in Saorstat Eireann 
with some modifications, the determination 
of questions of fact for income tax purposes 
had been confided to a jury of two officials, 
as in this case, subject to instruction and 
correction on questions of law, by the High 
Court. The present case illustrated the 
great responsibility in determining matters 
of fact of the greatest importance to indivi- 
duals, which had been entrusted by statute 
to a tribunal of officials, whose decisions 
were not subject to appeal or review. They 
had been told that this responsibility had 
been, or was about to be, given by. the 
Oireachtas to a single official person’ instead 
of to two officers. 

Since the question of domicile was a ques- 
tion of fact it must be decided by a statutory 
tribunal of fact. In his opinion, therefore, 
the question propounded cn the evidence-- 
whether the appellant was domiciled in 
Saorstat Eireann during the years of assess- 
ment—being a questior of fact, was not such 
a question as the statute authorised to be 
submitted to the High Court. Moreover, 
the High Court, misled by the ques- 
tion, were not, in his opinion, authorised 
by the statute to examine the evidence, and 
deal with it as if it were an appellant tri- 
bunal, hearing an appeal from jodgment ona 
trial by a judge without a jury, with ful) 
jurisdiction to review and determine ques- 
tions of law and of fact. 


THE REAL QUESTION OF LAW. 


In his opinion the learned judges were not 
entitled under the statute to examine and 
bhreis upon the evidence and findings of 
act in the way in which they did, ultimately 
arriving at a decision which in substance and 
effect reversed the findings of the Commis- 
sioners, Probably the best course would have 
been to remit the case to the Commissioners, 
with a request to them to define the question 
of law for determination. The real question 
of law which required the decision of the 
Court seemed to be: were the Commissioners 
right in holding that a person could not hold 
a domicile of choice so long as he retained a 
residence in the country of his previous 
domicile or domicile of origin? In other 
words, did the retention of a permanent resi- 
dence in the country of his domicile of origin 
suggest such complete abandoning of 
domicile in that country as was Yequired by 
the acquisition of a domicile of choice? The 
answer to that question was that there was 
no such rule of law. The principle of law 
applicable to the case was that a man might 
not have two domiciles, and that, therefore, 
he must put off the old before or at the 
time when he put on the new, but it was a 
question of fact whether he had ffectively 
put off the old so as to be able to assume 
the new domicile. The fact of holding a 
residence in the country of his first domicile 
was irrélevant in degree, and was an im- 
portant question of fact which must he 
examined and considered; but the holding of a 
mere residence in the first country was con- 
sistent with the abandoning of domicile in 
that country, and, therefore; must be con- 
sidered. 

Tt was, of course, becoming more and more 
difficult every day to determine a domicile 
as between one country and another owin 
to the prevailing idea of the changes of resi- 
dence; for old ideas crumbled, atiges of 
sentiment had set in, and there an aban- 
donment of the old home ideas. 
must app 
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of Iw davecteinal : rae pe of fact the 
Court had no jurisdiction t aside their 
decision. Fl however, there was an im- 
portant question of Jaw involved, but it would 
nat be open to review as long as the decision 
did not pa infringe the law. In a case 
before the House of Lords it was stated that 
the way of the taxpayer we hard, and the 
Legislature ia not go out of its way to make 
it easier. findings of the Commissioners 
could not be disturbed by the Court unless 
there was well-sustained evidence to cause 
that course to be adopted. Upon this branch 
of the case he cited the decisions of “Lords 
Cane, Sumner, Atkinson, Buckmaster and 
Warrington, but be said thet the Court had 
power to remit the case to the Commissioners. 
Domicile was a question of fact, and it could 
scarcely be contended that there was not some 
evidence npon which the Commissioners based 
their decision in arrivmg at their conclusions 
in regard to that matter. 

The deceased Earl for a number of years 
had his prinetpal résidence in England, and 
the tratisaction of his affairs took place in 
London; but he paid infrequent visits to 
Ireland. That would appear to point to the 
balance of evidence against his residence 1 
Ireland. In that, however, there was a 
question of fact, and the Court im that 
respect could not set aside the decision of 
the Commissioners, who were scrupulously 
careful about their findings upon facts, and 
did not reject or refuse to take Into con- 
sideration any evidence to which they could 
apply their minds. As to whether the ap- 
pellant was domiciled in Saorstat Eireann or 
not during the years ot assessment, the Com- 
missioners could not propound that as a 
question of law, and it was not a question 
with which the Court was now concerned, as 
the Commissioners had expressed an Ean 
upon the facts which had been placed before 
them in evidence. The domicile of an in- 
dividual seemed to him to be analogous to 
marriage or lunacy, in so far as it arose from 
conditions that affected his civil status. 
Domicile in the circumstances was an idea 
of law, being a relation which had grown 
up between an individual and a comntry. 
Domicile of origin was then a creature of 
law, but, as he had read the case, the Com- 
missioners had determined it as a matter of 
law, and in their opinion it was not com- 
atible with domicile in England as long as 
he retained a residence in Saorstat Éireann, 


A DOMICILE OF CHOICE. 

There should, however, be an abandonment 
of: domicile of origin before a domicile of 
choice could be acquired or established, and 
in this instance it was held that as long as 
the appellant retained, maintained- and 
equipped a residence in Saorstat Eireann he 
had not abandoned his domicile of origin. 
In those circumstances it was said that he 
codld not acquire a domicile of choice so 
long as he retained occasional residence in 
his domicile of origin. That, in his opinion, 
did not prevent him from acquiring a domi- 
cile of choice, and there was no justification 
for saying that a man must abandon his 
domicile of origin before acquiring á residence 
of choice. He had, however, no intention of 
adding to the failure of the attempts that 
had been made to fix a domicile of origin or 
a domicile of, choice, except to say that it did 
not preclude a man from having a domicile 
of choice and fixing his chief or per- 
manent Lome in another country. 
Retention of a place — of abode 
had to be taken into aceunt, but 
that was not. conclusive evidence against a 
change. 

Upon that point the Commissioners seemed 
to have misdirected themselves upon the 
question of law. The late Karl had residences 
at Farmleigh (Castleknock), Ashford and St. 
Stephen’s Green, but he had fixed his perma- 
nent abodé in England since 1890, and it 
was not suggested that he had subsequently 
abandoned it. Hundreds of considerations 
might affect this question of domicile like 
that of the accumulation of great wealth, 
and in all the circumstances he agreed that 
the case ought to be remitted to the Revenue 
Commissioners for further findings of fact, 
with the declaration that the retention of 
residence in the domicile of origin was not 
conclusive evidence as to the acquisition of 
domicile of choice. 

MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan also concurred 
He said that it was contended that Lord Iveagh 
had abandoned his domicile of. origin and 
acquired an English domicile. He toak it as 
settled that the proof lay on those who said 
that the domicile of origin. bad heen lost and 
another domicile acquired. Counsel for the 
Commissioners urged that a person who had 
@ residence in the country of domicile of 
origin, but who changed from time to time, 
could not be said to have acanired another 
domicile. Retention of residence in the 
demicile of origin was treated as a circum- 
stance of great weight, but it was clear that 
the question was one of fact. He did not 
say that the retention of residence in the 
domicile of origin must not have force, but 
it was impossible to bring into a rule of 
law what was no more than evidence.. The 
weight to be given te conflicting evidence 
was not a matter of law. 

All that the Court could do was to con- 
sider whether the inference of fact drawn 
by a tribunal was justified by the facts 
stated. Notwithstanding the fact of having 
a home or homes in England, the Commis 
sidners found that Lord Iveagh had not 
‘abandoned his domicile of origin. It was 
desirable to remit the case. bearing in mind 
the fact that a nerson could have only one 
domicile, and that the domicile was the 
place where he had his permanent home. 
His lordship said that he had endeavoured 
to give an opinion without going into the 
auestions of fact, which were not before the 
Conrt. 

The decision of the Court having been 
announced as staterl, 

Mr. Jellett asked would the case, after if 
had been remitted, come back to the Supreme 
Court or the High Court.

The Three-Power Pact. 


The London Conference has achieved a 
Three-Power Pact between Great Britain, 
the United States and Japan. Numerous 
people in all countries, who, with more 
optimism than reason, anticipated a Five- 
Power Pact, may be disappointed with this 
result. Having ‘avoided such _ roseate 
dreams ourselves, we are thankful that so 
much has been secured. Indeed, the gain 
Under the terms of the 


Washington Treaty the three signatory 


is not small. 


Powers were entitled to build twenty-six 
new capital ships between 1931 and 1936. 
Now, by the new Pact, none of these 
vessels may be laid down until 1936. More- 
over, Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan have agreed to the number and kind 
of smaller ships that they will build 
during the next six years. When we con- 
sider that the total saving to the three 
countries from their holiday in the con- 
struction of capital ships will amount to 
£180,000,000, that 
Britain’s share of this saving will be 
between £60,000,000 and £70,000,000, we 
cannot regard the Conference as a failure. 
Since the War there have been indications 
that a real rivalry was arising between 
Great Britain and the United States, Now 
this danger is removed, and soon the naval

France’s Real Problem. 


The population of France is shrinking 
and—if there is logic in statistics—will 
continue to shrink. Last year, according 
to the Paris Correspondent of the 
Observer, deaths exceeded births by 12,564. 
The National Alliance for the Increase of 
the French Population regards the outlook 
with much uneasiness. It points out that 
until 1909 the total of deaths was always 
greater than 741,000—the figure of last 
year—but nearly always was exceeded by 
births. Since 1865, however, when they 
were more than a million, the births have 
declined steadily. They had fallen to 
879,000 in 1900, to 790,000 in 1913, and 
to 728,000 in 1929. The Alliance says 
that, while last year’s increase of deaths 
was due to an exceptionally cold winter, 
the decrease of births was the result of 
deliberate limitation. Moreover, ten per 
cent, of last year’s births were those of 
foreigners’ children. A glance into the 
immediate future offers no comfort to 
French patriots. The marriage-rate 
already is dec.ining and. will show a 
further fall after 1935, in consequence of 
the small birth-rate during the four years 
of the Great War. Indeed, it is calculated 
that within a few years the loss of 
France’s population will be 200,000 a 
year. In the meanwhile, the population

sistent progress, The annual increase of 
Italy ts 375,000, of Germany 350,000, and 
of Spain 200,000, Even in Great Britain, 
where the birth-rate is falling, there is 
still a substantial excess of births over

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Clocks. 


Rupert Brooke, who found in— 
Cambridgeshire, of all England, 

The shire for men who understand— 
would have smiled and sighed over yester- 
day’s newspapers. He would have smiled 
at Cambridge’s victory in the Boat Race, 
and would have sighed at the report of a 
minor sacrilege not merely in his beloved 
shire, but in its most beloved village. In 
his delightful verses on Grantchester 
(written three years before his untimely 
death in the AXgean) he asked— 

Oh, yet 
Stands the church clock at ten to three, 
And is there honey still for tea”. 

The stoppage of that church clock, before 
1915, may have resulted from one of two 
causes—sheer neglect or the fact that 
Cambridgeshire villages have no use for 
man’s manipulation of God’s gift of time. 
Since Rupert Brooke's death, however, 
the two hands, fixed at 2.50 o’clock, have 
been a memorial to the poet who perished 
ere his prime. Now some officious finger 
has set the clock going, but’all lovers of 
Brooke's poetry will hope that the outrage 
will be repaired quickly and never will 
be repeated. Clocks lend themselyes to 
this symbolical treatment. There 
famous clock in Germany which stopped 
at the hour of 2.20 on the death of 
Frederick the Great, and remained at 
that hour for more than a century and a 
half. Yet we feel that such sentiment 
ought to be reserved for rare and strictly 
adequate occasions. A clock is essentially 
an instrument of human convenience, and 
ought to answer that convenience 
smartly as troops on parade answer the | 
officer’s order.

MAY MAEE ATTEMPT IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 

DAYTONA BEACH, Saturday. 

Thwarted by bad weather and a rough 
beach in his attempt on the world’s land 
speed “' record,” Kaye Don left here for 
New York this afternoon. 

Before he left the place which has been 
for him the scene of so many disappoint: 
ments Don issued the following state- 
ment :— ' In view of the fact that during 
my stay Daytona Beach has not offered me 
a really suitable opportunity of attempt- 
ing to break the world’s land speed 
‘record,’ and having regard to the 
apparent unlikelihood of the beach: being 
good enough in the near future, I have 
decided temporarily to postpone further 
attempts. For the time being the Silver 
Bullet and the mechanics will remain at 
Daytona Beach.”’ 

Asked if he intended ever to return here 
again to make another attempt on the 
“record,” Don said: ‘‘ I cannot say now 
whether I will or not.” He intimated, 
however, that if he did not return he 
might consider going to South Africa. 
where Malcolmn Campbell made his 
attempt on the “ record.” ‘* I have been 
told by so-called experts in this town,” 
said he, “ that the best beach conditions 
prevail here in December, January and 
February, when the storms which occur at 
that time of the year cause the tide to iron 
out the beach. If I do decide to return 
here again—and I cannot say whether or 
not I shall make such a decision—it 
certainly would be during one of those 
months, and not March and April, as I 
have done this year.” 

Kaye Don’s party is due to arrive in 
New York to-morrow night. In New York 
he will consult with M. Coatalen as to his 
future action. Meantime he has booked a 
passage for England on the Aquitania, 
which sails on Wednesday next.

The Chancelior of. the Exchequer (Mr. 
Snowden) will “ open ” his Budget in the 
House ot Commons this afternoon. He will 
begin his speech immediately after question 
time, that is about 3.45, and is expected to 
Speak for nearly two hours. 

During the past. few days Mr. Snowden has 
been preparing his speech at his country 
home at Churt, Surrey. ‘This morning he: 
will attend a meeting of the Cabinet at 
Downing street, and discuss the Budget with 
his Ministerial colleagues. Disclosure of the 
Budget proposals to the full Cabinet 
Customarily is reserved until the morning of 
the day on which the Chancellor makes his 
Budget speech in the House of Commons. . 
® Budget day always attracts a full attendance 
at Westminster, and all the public galleries 
are certain to be crowded, the demand for 
admission orders far exceeding the supply. 
Six ex-Chancellors are members of the House 
—Sir Austen Chamberlain, Mr. Lloyd George, 
Sit Rebert Horne, Mr. Baldwin, Mr. Neviile 
Chamberlain, and Mr. Churchill, and all are 
likely to be present, excevt the senior ex- 
Chancellor, Sir Austen Chamberlain, who is 
in the South of France. 


WHO WILL BEAR THE BURDEN? 

Parliamentary interest in the Budget is 
exceptionally keen, mainly for the reasons 
that imereased taxation is regarded as 
inevitable, and that advance information of 
the Chancellor’s new proposals is of the most 
meagre description. It is possible to gauge 
the problem with which the Chancellor has 
to deal, but to tell exactly how he will deal 
with it is a much more difficult matter. ‘The 
one thing about which Parliamentary specula- 
tion is tirm is that the larger part, if not 
the whole, of the imevitable imcrease in 
taxation will fall upon the direct taxpayer. 

This will be Mr. Snowden’s second Budget, 
but it will be his first experience of the 
great responsibility of raising fresh revenue. 
In 1924, when he first brought in a Budget. 
revenue resources so far exceeded expend)- 
ture needs that his main task was the agree- 
able one of selecting beneficiaries for the 
bestowal of taxation reliefs amounting to 
£€34,000,000. This time his task is the thank- 
less one of ‘selecting victims for the ynposi- 
tion of new burdens that may not fall far 
short of the reliefs of 1924. 

Parliament is conscious of the difficulties 
which confront the Chancellor, and sympa- 
thises with him, even though some of the 
treubles may be traceable to the policy of 
the present Government. ‘The state ol 
industry makes increased taxation particularly 
inopportune at the present tame; yet it 1s 
bbvious that the existing revenue system 
tanndt, without auxiliary help, support the 
programme of expenditure that has been 
adopted for the next twelve months.

DISAPPEAR 
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FRENCH AND ITALIAN 
CONSTRUCTION.

The reports which were considered by 
the First Committee of the Naval Confer- 
ence on Saturday last included those that 
deal with the rules for scrapping vessels 
of war; the definition of the term 
‘‘ aircraft-carrier,’’ and replacements and 
age limits. In regard to the definition of 
aircraft-carriers, the matter was not 
finally settled. The report in regard to 
replace uts and age limits was adopted, 
subject to the agreement of heads of 
delegations. 

Discussion was initiated by the 
Japanese, who asked permission to discuss 
the question of transference between light 
cruisers and destroyers, both upwards and 
downwards. 

The report in regard to capital ships 
provided rules for the implementing of 
the agreement as to the holiday in 
capita] ship construction and the methods 
of disposal of those ships which are to be 
specially scrapped under the present 
agreement, rather than be held over the 
full period of the next five years, as indi- 
cated in the Washington agreement. 

It was understood that France and 
Italy reserved to themselves the right to 
build the capital ships which they were 
entitled to construct under the Washing- 
ton Treaty prior to the present year. . 


SHIPS TO BE SCRAPPED. 

It was indicated that the United States 
are going to scrap the Florida and Utah. 
The agreement was that one of these 
ships was to be rendered unfit for war- 
like service within twelve months of the 
ratification of the present treaty, and 
should be finally scrapped within twenty- 
four months of the ratification. he 
other ship was to be rendered unfit for 
further warlike service within eighteen 
months of the ratification and to be 
finally scrapped within thirty months. 

The British. Empire will scrap the 
Marlborough, Emperor of India, Benbow 
and Tiger. Two of these ships will be 
rendered unfit for warlike service within 
twelve months of the ratification, and wil] 
be finally. scrapped within twenty-four 
months. The other two ships will be 
rendered unfit within eighteen months, 
and will be finally scrapped within thirty 
months of the ratification. 

The following ships are to be retained 
for training purposes :— 

United States—Arkansas. 

British Empire—Iron Duke. 

Japan—Hivei. 

These ships will be rendered useless for 
war within twelve months of the treaty 
in the case of the United States and 
the British Empire, and eighteen months 


more than the sum provided for the same ser- 
vices’ in the last Budget. The main factors 
of increase are de-rating, unemployment in- 
surance, and widows’ pensions. 

The exact amount of the provision for sink- 
ing fund, debt interest, and other Consolli- 
dated Fund charges, will not be available 
until Mr. Snowden makes his speech. If these 
charges remain at last. year’s figures, how- 
ever, the ordinary expenditure will Mr 
Sinking Fund and Debt Interest.. 355 ,000 000 
Other Consolidated Fund Charges 8,000,000 
Civil and Fighting Services........- 418,000,000 

These ficures make a total ordinary expen- 
diture of £781,000,000, which compares with 
£741.000.000 in the last Budget, an increase 
of £40.000,000. :

separate account. The Budget total is likely 
to be about: £.65,000,000—a figure which 
would register ihe highest Budget aggregate 
since Sir Robert Horne’s Budget of 1922. In 
the intervering years the Budget aggregat* 
has ranged from ‘Mr. Snowden’s £794,000,000 
of 1924 to Mr. Chaurchill’s £834,000,000 of 
1927.

ORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


The Budget figure that most concerns the 
taxpayer is the ordinary expenditure total of 
£781.000,000. This includes an _ increased 
expenditure of £15,000,000 in respect of de- 
rating grants, and the Rating Relief Suspense 
account will provide the revenue. The 
account has a halance of about £20,000,000, 
and Mr. Snowden may devote part, or the 
whole, or it to this year’s de-rating expendi- 
ture. 

Thus the ordinary expenditure chargeable 
against ordinary revenue may be about 
£761,006,000, or £766,000,000 according to 
the extent to which the Chancellor uses the 
Rating Relief Suspense Fund. As ordinary 
revenue in the past financial year produced 
only £734,000,000, and is. not believed to be 
capable. on the existing basis of taxation, of 
producing appreciably more in the new year, 
it will be seen that Mr. Snowden’s problem 
is to provide an additional revenue of some- 
thing like £30,000,000. 

There are financial experts of repute who 
regard this estimate of the prospective 
revenue deficiency as too low. It makes no 
special provision for a larger allocation to 
the Sinking Fund, and Mr. Snowden’s views 
on this subject are so strong that some 
people expect him to raise enough additional 
revenue to ensure a stricter fulfilment of 
debt-redemption obligations. 


RAISING THE NEW REVENUE. 


Both Labour policy and Mr. Snowden’s 
own speeches provide a sure indication of the 
direction in which he will turn for most ot 
the revenue that he needs. The direct tax- 
payer will be asked to pay more, but the 
precise form in which the demand will be 
presented is one of Mr. Snowden’s secrets. 

Whatever the method, whether by changes 
in income tax, super-tax or death duties, the 
higher incomes are expected to be more 
severely taxed. Incomes derived from invest- 
ments may be singled out for special treat- 
ment, and a revision of the super-tax scales, 
with a reduction of the exemption limit from 
£2,000 to £1,500, is expected in many 
quarters. 

Other expectations include an increase in 
the petrol tax from fourpence to sixpence a 
gallon, increases in the charges payable for 
tobacco and brewers’ manufacturing licences, 
and an increase in the duties on the heavier 
wines. It is also suggested in some quarters 
that the beer duty may be slightly increased 
without affecting the price to the consumer, 


THE McKENNA DUTIES. 


Westminster has long ago convinced itself 


the revenue yielded by the McKenna duties, 
and that he will retain them along with the 
silk duties. No change is looked for in the 
Government’s policy in regard to the safe- 
guarding duties on lace, cutlery, wrapping 
paper, etc., which are expected to be allowed 
to continue until the statutory dates fixed for 
their expiration—in the case of lace July 1 
next. 

The Labour back-benchers are . confident, 
that a start will be made with a scheme for 
the taxation of land values by reinstituting 
a land valuation.

‘“ Rules for replacement drawn up by a 
special committee of experts were also 
considered, and with certain amendments 
unanimously adopted. 

‘A draft to implement the agreement 
reached regarding capital ships was 
unanimously adopted. 

‘The report of the special committee 
appointed to define the term ‘ aircraft- 
carrier ’ was unanimously adopted subject 
to certain important modifications.”’ 


SIGNIFICANT FRENCH 
COMMENT, 


A SOCIALIST HITS OUT, 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

PARIS, Saturday. 
The outcome of the Five-Power Naval 
Conference is yvreeted, on the whole, with 
satisfaction by the French Press. M. 
Leon Blum, the Socialist leader, writing 
in the Populaire, however, indulges in 
commendation of the British Government 
and strong denunciation of his own. “ We 
can say to-day,’’ he writes, “in the face 
of the reactionary Press, that there was 
one Government which worked whole- 
heartedly for success, and that was the 
Labour Government. America, on the 
other hand, from the very first day, 
obscured the issue at the Conference by 
introducing the idea of. parity, which 
Fascist Italy seized upon with arrogance 
and hypocrisy. The French Government, 
instead of frankly accepting the idea of 
limitation of armaments, sought and 
schemed to evade it. She took refuge 
behind the theory of absolute needs and 

behind the Italian demand for parity.’’ 


AMERICAN PRESS

The American newspapers congratulate 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald on his victory in 
obtaining something tangible for the 
naval delegates to bring home.

LONG FLIGHT OF 
THE PRINCE 
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BY 'PLANE TO A CITY 
OF THE DESERT. 
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JOURNEY PASSED 
IN READING. 


INFORMAL WELCOME 
AT KHARTOUM. 


From THE Press ASSOCIATION’S SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 


KHARTOUM, Sunday. 

To the ‘desert. city ” of Khartoum. 
whither men still journey by thos’ most 
ancient modes of transport, the cam: and 
the donkey, the Prince of Wales came 
to-day by the most modern method of 
travel—the aeroplane. Though completely 
bereft of ceremony, no entry could have 
been more impressive than that which the 
Royal traveller and his companions made 
into this sand-girt city, set amid palms, 
where the waters of the Blue and White 
Niles mingle. 

Shortly after the appointed hour, 
1.50 p.m., the advance guard arrived in 
the form of a single ‘plane. A few 
minutes later the main body, consisting of 
five ’planes, appeared high in the cloud- 
less blue sky to the south of the yellow, 
sun-scorched aerodrome, over which heat 
waves shimmered and mirages of water 
end trees appeared, 


AERIAL TOUR OF KHARTOUM. 

With their silvery bodies gleaming, the 
‘planes were a fine sight as they 
approached in perfect V-shape formation, 
the leader bemg  Flight-Lieutenant 
Buscarlet, with the Prince of Wales as 
his passenger. 
Passing high over the aerodrome the 
planes circled round the city of 
Khartoum, and then broke up the forma- 
tion by executing a perfectly timed move- 
ment in the shape of the Prince of Wales’s 
feathers, the two' outside "planes turning 
outwards from the Prince’s machine, 
which then glided to the ground. 

Flight-Lieutenant Buscarlet made a 
perfect landing opposite the hangars. The 
brightly-polished ’plane, with the tips of 
the wings and fuselage painted Royal biue, 
then taxied, its tail skid raising clouds 
of sand, to the spot where the Governor- 
General and other officials were waiting 
in a little group to greet the Prince. : 


THE PRINGE'S CHEERFULNESS. 

After a few cheery words with the pilot 
the Prince climbed nimbly out of the 
cockpit, removing his flying helmet from 
beneath his topee as he did so. His 
Royal Highness, deeply bronzed, was clad 
in khaki safari kit~—shorts, stockings and 
sun-glasses. He smiled cheerfully as he 
shook hands with Sir John Maffey, who 
stepped forward to greet the Royal visitor 

After chatting with half-a-dozen other 
officials the Prince lit a cigarette, and, 
carrying flying helmet and field glasses in 
his hand, walked with Sir John Maffey 
a few yards across the sand to the waitiry 
motor car, while the cameras of Pross 
photographers clicked and whirred ar..und 
him. 

The Prince and the Governor-Genera! 
then drove off to the palace past the other 
glittering machines which had meanwhile 
landed. As he left the landing ground 
His Royal Highness waved in response to 
the salutes of Air Force officers and men 
and the little knot of officials who had 
attended this informal arrival. 


A BUMPY JOURNEY. 

Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. Piers Legh, 
the Prince’s equerry, in a statement made 
to me regarding the flight, said that strong 
head winds had been encountered all the 
way from Malakal, which made condi- 
tions somewhat bumpy. His Royal High- 
ness, nevertheless, appeared thoroughly to 
have enjoyed the flight, which occupied 
about five and a half hours, including a 
halt of half-an-hour at Kosti for re- 
fuelling, 

After leaving Kosti the party flew at an 
altitude of six thousand feet, where the 
air was delightfully cool, and the bumps 
much less noticeable than at the lower 
levels. When His Royal Highness landed 
it was observed that he was carrying a 
book which he had spent some time read- 
ing during the flight. 


1,000 MILES FLIGHT NEXT. 

Owing to the great heat there were few 
people about when the Prince arrived, and 
he drove virtually unnoticed through the 
city’s fine streets to the palace, but the 
Sudanese police, in their picturesque white 
uniforms and turbans, saluted smartly as 
the Prince passed. 

This evening the Prince enjoyed a game 
of squash racquets at the Sudan Club with 
Captain Hewish. The Press Association’s 
Special Correspondent understands tliat

PYGMIES’ DANCE IN 
PRINCE’S HONOUR.

KHARTOUM, Sunday. 

The story of the Prince of Wales’s doings 
in the Congo and Sudan are told in the 
following diary, which was given ex- 
clusively to the Press Association’s Special 
Correspondent by a member of the Royal 
party :— 

March 21—Rhino Camp: This morning 
His Royal Highness took some pictures of 
an interesting family group of white rhino. 
This afternoon he motored to Arua, where 
he played golf, and stayed the night with 
the District Commissioner, Mr. Nelson. 

March 22—M. Moeller, Governor of the 
Province Orientale of the Belgian Congo, 
and Madame Moeller lunched with His 
Royal Highness at Arua. Afterwards His 
Royal Highness motored to Watsa with 
Prince Eugene de Ligne, who, with Baron 
von Zuylen, accompanied the Prince during 
his visit to the Congo. . 

March 23—His Royal Highness lunched 
at Gombari, and took some pictures of a 
gathering of over one hundred pygmies 
who had organised a dance in his honour. 
Afterwards the Prince. motored one 
hundred kilometres to a camp at Mando. 


IN THE CONGO FOREST. 


March 24—His Royal Highness, anxious 
to see something of the hunting conditions 
in the Congo forest, struck north from 
Mando for the Bokomandi country with a 
light safari. The natives of these parts 
have strangely elongated heads. hen 
they are small babies their heads are care- 
fully bound by their proud mothers to 
produce this desirable effect. The Prince, 
much interested by this unusual custom, 
photogravhed several family groups.

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TRAMCAR SMASH|LATE NEWS. 


IN GLASGOW, 


ONE MAN KILLED : 
SIXTY INJURED.

RESCUES BY TORCH AND 
CANDLE LIGHT.

One man was killed and sixty passengers 
were injured, some seriously, about mid- 
night on last Saturday, when a Glasgow 
Corporation tramcar, crowded top and 
bottom, toppled over at the busy junction 
of Dumbarton road and Crow road and 
crashed into a corner shop occupied by a 
firm of spirit merchants. 

It is believed that the car jumped the 
points, and, despite the efforts of the 
driver, swung across the street and fell on 
its side against the shop, the front portion 
being embedded in the premises. 

The thoroughfare is the principal 
averiue west to Clydebank and Dumbarton, 
and, as usual, on a Saturday night large 
crowds had come into the city and were 
then on their way home. 

It is estimated that at least seventy 
passengers were on the tram when the 
accident took place. The many pedestrians 
about at the time managed to jump clear, 
except a boy, who was caught by the 
onrushing tram. 


TRAM WRECKED. 

The passengers were wedged among the 
debris of twisted metal and woodwork. All 
the glass was shattered, while the upper 
deck of the tram was torn from its 
setting. | 

The screams of the 
passengers, added to the cries of the 
eye-witnesses, were heard over a wide 
area, and hundreds rushed to the scene to 
render assistance. 

Firemen with ladders and axes were 
among the helpers, and for over an hour 
worked heroically to extricate the suffering 
and the injured. 

A fleet of ambulance wagons was 
summoned, and the sufferers were con- 
veyed to the Western Infirmary, about 
half a mile distant, while others were 
attended to in shops and in adjacent 
houses. 

The break-down gang, working in the 
light of torches and candles, had to saw 
the damaged car in two. Many of the 
passengers were bleeding freely from cuts, 
while others were unconscious. Several 
women in the crowd also fainted. 

At the Western Infirmary it was seen 
that the most seriously injured was 
George McKinnon, of Cowden street, 
South Govan, who died shortly after 
admission. 

EIGHTEEN DETAINED. 

The nursing staff was soon augmented 
by the day staff and doctors. 

The injured arrived in antbulances, 
motor cars and ’buses. Ultimately the 
corridors were crowded with patients, but 
after several hours’ -hard work it was

SLUM CLEARANCE 
DEBATES. 


THE PROBLEM OF COST, 


The Times to-day observes, in a leading 
article:—Last week both the English and 
Scottish Housing Bills secured an un- 
challenged second reading in the House of 
Commons. The debates showed, however, that 
this measure of acceptance of the general 
strategy proposed for an attack upon the 
slums was due to a feeling that the time was 
ripe for an attack of some kind, and that 
any form of strategy was worth trying, rather 
than to the intrinsic merits of the bills them- 
selves. The truth is that neither the details 
nor the repercussions of these measures seem 
to have been thought out as they ought to 
have been before they can be said to possess 
the very large merits ascribed to them by 
Mr. Greenwood. 

Dealing with the criticisms of the bills. 
The Times says that in some ways the most 
important one Mr. Greenwood showed com- 
plete inability to appreciate. How much this 
attack on the slums is going to cost nobody 
can say, but if the new block grant does, in 
iact, prove more attractive than the old 
subsidy, it may be that most of the new 
building in this country, from now onwards, 
will take place under these new bills. Ii 
so, it must be remembered that ‘every 
new house will cost the ratepayers 
£5 15s. a year, and the taxpayers, 
on the basis of five persons a house, a sum 
of a capital value of £195, £215 or £301, ac- 
cording to the type of scheme under which 
it is built. That is the direct loss, but there 
is a possibility also of an indirect loss if the 
bill results in checking the approach to the 
economic house by raising the cost of build- 
ing. 

Mr. Greenwood resolutely refuses to see 
that public expenditure on too great a scale 
may find the slum-dweller a house and at 
the same time cost the slum-dweller his job, 
and the danger is lest he should infect local 
authorities with the same obtuseness. | This 
and all the other principal criticisms ad- 
vanced against the bills point in the same 
direction—namely, the desirability of re- 
moving the administration and finance of 
slum clearance from political influences. A 
National Housing Commission would, there- 
fore, solve many difficulties of principle and 
a multitude of. difficulties of detail. and, so 
long as there is any possibility that the 
present bills may not work alkogether 
smoothly and justly, the formation of such a 
Commission is an idea which no one but a 
fanatic can afford to neglect.

Addressing a large meeting in the Ha!!, 
Hospital, County Limerick, this afternoon, 
Mr. Patrick Hogan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture in the Free State, said that they did 
not come there to talk about a general 
election. 

“We will not,” he declared, “ hawe a 
general election until 1952, and we will 
win that election.” 

He came there to talk about farming, 
because he believed that the farmers of 
that district were far more interested tn 
agriculture than “they were in Mr. de 
Valera. The next and the foliowing 
seasons promised to be the worst in 
memory for butter, because there was 
world surplus of butter, and there was a 
lessening of demand through trade depres 
sion. There was going to be a fall in 
prices of, perhaps, three halfpence per 
gallon in milk. That was more important 
for the farmers than the Republic or 
Document No. 2 or the Free State. Of 
course, the fellow who never owned or 
never milked a cow and never did an 
honest days work was not interested in 
it, but he (Mr. Hogan) came to speak 
to the honest farmers who did own cows 

Now was the time to face the situation. 
The creameries in the County Limerick 
were undoubtedly in a better position to 
face that crisis than they were two years 
ago as the result of reorganisation that 
had taken place. That reorgantsation 
had been almost completed. With a few 
isolated but important exceptions in the 
Counties of Tipperary, Waterford, Cork 
and Kerry, practically all the creameries 
had been purchased and reorganised and 
sold to the farmers. He wanted te sav 
that they were about to complete that 
scheme, and to do it as soon as possible, 


THE GOVERNMENT’S INTENTION. 


The Government intended to fulfil to 
the letter their policy, which was to hand 
over the manufacture of all milk products 
to the farmers of the country. When they 
had completed that reorganisation, when

DRIVER’S ESCAPE. 

Hugh McNaughton, aged 61, of Kil- 
marnock road, the driver of the vehicle, 
had a miraculous escape. Although he 
was in his cabin when the tram crashed 
into the shop and then capsized, he 
suffered only from shock and minor 
injuries. The cabin, like the rest of the 
tram, was wrecked. He said that, without 
any warning, the tramcar jumped the 
rails, “and before I knew what had 
happened we were right on to the pave- 
ment and lying on the side. I do not 
remember anything more.” 

The conductor of the car had an equally 
remarkable escape, although he was treated 
for slight bruises at the Western Infirmary. 
As he left the institution in a dazed 
condition his chief concern seemed to be 
what had happened to his uniform cap 
and also to the balance of the money which 
was in his bag. Short!v before the smash 
he had made up one pound of money, 
which he had placed in a paper bag. This 
he still had in his pocket after the mishap, 
but his bag with his copper and silver was 
missing. 

ANOTHER ACCIDENT. 


While workmen were raising the wrecked 


tramear another mishap occurred. UC. 
srown, of Stevenson Drive, Shawlands, 
a linesman employed by the Corporation, 
was struck by the tram as it was being 
eased ‘up with jacks. He was badly injured 
about the legs, and was conveyed to the 
Western Infirmary. 

Up to six o'clock last night several of 
the injured had not been identified. It is 
expected that a public inquiry will shortly 
be held into the cause of the accident. 
The police and tramway officials conducted 
elaborate inquiries yesterday.

ENCOUNTER WITH A 
TIGER. 


The Special Correspondent of The Times 
with the Kanchenjunga Expedition, in : 
letter written from Darjeeling before the 
party left for the base camp, said :— 

My introduction to the Himalaya was 
not a little exciting. Wood Johnson met 
me at Siliguri, the junction for the narrow- 
gauge railway that winds up 7,000 feet to 
Darjeeling. He was going to carry me on 
the pillion of his motor bicycle up to the 
tea plantation at Ranghi Rangliot, about 
4,000 feet and 25 miles highe’. We left the 
flat Bengal plain and entered. the foot- 
hills by the Teesta Valley. The road 
climbed and climbed by hairpin bends 
round the precipitous sides of the valley 
in intense stagnant heat. Half-way up 
we got a puncture in the front wheel. 
We had no repair outfit, so Wood Johnson 
had to go on with a flat tyre to get it 
mended, leaving me to follow on foot. 


NOT FIVE YARDS AWAY. 


As I trudged along, white with dust, in 
the stifling heat, the forest was dead still, 
except for occasional shrieks by tropical 
birds. I had just turned a corner when 
I was greeted with a most unpleasant 
snarl, and saw in the undergrowth a large 
tiger crouching not five yards away. 

I was quite unarmed and none of the 
trees were climbable. It appeared bad 
policy to run, so I went on walking as 

uietly as possible, the brute following me. 
Then it seemed to get bored and slouched 
off. Soon Wood Johnson returned, and 
we went on. People seem to think I 
should congratulate myself on having seen 
a tiger. A native had been killed a week 
or so before by a tiger, and since our meet- 
ing he has made two more kills, of deer 
I think..

During this time of crisis he was 
fuxious to keep in close touch with the 
jarmers, and he was ready to hear anv 
suggestions from the business farmers of 
the country with a view to carrying them 
out.

FRIGHTENED HORSE IN

SIR TREVOR HENDERSON. 

The death took place yesterday at his 
residence, Norwood Tower, Belfast, of Sir 
Trevor Henderson, K.B.E., who for many 
years took ab ive in the mahage- 
ment of the Belfast Newaletter. 

Sir Trevor had been confined to his home 
for the past ten days, suffering from the 
effects of a severe cold. He had apparent! 
recovered, but yesterday he was taken sud- 
denly ill and died. 

e was born in 1862, the fourth son of 
the late James Alexander Henderson, of 
Norwood Tower, great grandson of Alex- 
ander Mackay, who, in the year 1804, ac- 
quired the Belfast Newsletter. Educated at 
the Royal Belfast Academical Institution, 
Sir Trevor became attached to the ‘“News- 
letter, and on the death of Sir James Hen- 
derson he took over the management of the 
paper, in conjunction with his brother, Mr. 
C. W. Henderson. A staunch Unionist, he 
took an actiye part in the campaign against 
Home Rule. He was a man of very charit- 
able disposition; he was also well known in 
sporting circles. “During the Great War he 
rendered valuable assistance in the recruit- 
ing campaign.

SIR JOHN BR. FINDLAY. 

Sir John Ritchie Findlay, Bart., K.B.E. 
Lord Lieutenant of Banffshire, and principa 
partner in the firm of ‘Measrs. John Ritchie 
and Co., proprietors ands publishers of The 
Scotsman and its associated newspapers, died 
at his home in Edinburgh yesterday, aged 64. 

Sir John was identified also with many 
public and philanthropic movements. He never 
entered politics, but his services were much 
sought after on semi-public administrative 
boards. and on public committees. 

The eldest son of the late Mr. J. Ritchie 
Findlay, of Aberlour—who was a nephew of 
the founder of TAe Scotsman—Sir John was 
educated at Harrow, and after graduating at 
Uxford. where he took double honours, he 
entered The Scotsman office on the editorial 
side, becoming a leader-writer and. reviewer.

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW. 


MORE CONFIDENT. TONE, 
(From Qvuk FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
With one or two exceptions, a slightly 

more confident tone has been apparent in the 
prevision trade this week, and a somewhat 
better business is reported in some com- 
modities, although the improvement cannot 
be called general: That there is still some- 
thing seriously amiss with the home. -indus- 


trial situation is evident from the. fact.that } 


the returns of unemployment latterly disclosed 
made a worse showing than ever, with a 


further heavy increase in the total recorded. 


In butter the Danish official quotation has 
been wired nine kroner lower, “and” "ton ”’ 
now stands at 232 kroner per 100 kilos. At 
the corresponding period of last year the 
figure was 276 kroner, and in 1928 502 kroner. 
The spot market, however, opened firm after 
the reduction, and merchants appear to be 
taking a more optimistic view of the situa- 
tion, and predict that the trade is on the 
point of making a» welcome recovery, and 
that higher prices are imminent. According 
to reports from Denmark, however, despite 
the low prices ruling, the butter trade is 
still without life. The German market shows 
signs of more activity, but Holland, Sweden, 
Finland and the Baltic States are competing 
strongly for the German trade, and Danish 
shipments that way are mainly confined to 
contract lots. Denmark, however, has 
received fairly good orders from France, 
Belgium, and Switzerland, as also some odd 
lots for the United States. There are still 
heavy quantities of Colonial butter on 
passage to Great Britain, where stocks are 
already large. The English market is largely 
supplied with this description, which is being 
cleared at, very. low prices. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the English retailer, naturally 
enough, is operating with great caution, and 
the Danish exporters have again to submit 
to their dictation of prices to find a sufficient 
outlet for their supplies, After the heavy 
reduction lately in prices of Danish butter, 
the margin in values of this make and other 
descriptions. has narrowed somewhat. This 
week Swedish and Finnish did not follow the 
Danish decline fully, and the holders of 
Colonial butter also: appear to show. some 
resistance, and this may point to thé fact 
that values are nearing the bottom. Odd lots 
of Irish creamery butter are coming forward, 
but the quantity is insufficient to test | siar 

In bacon no ofhcial change is recorded in 
Irish in either the North or South, but 
Danish shbws a reduction of 5s., Swedish 
No. 2’s 3s.. and No. A's 5s.,. and Dutch 
No. 2’s are unchanged, and No. ó's 2s. lower. 
Although Irish bacon is in small compass, 
the high prices ruling as compared with 
Continental cures have had an adverse effect 
upon the demand. Danish, Swedish and 
Dutch have quietened down considerably, but 
it is expected that the lower prices ruling 
will stimulate demand. Tho near ms  aabage 
of Easter is causing a steady feeling to 
prevail in eggs, and, taken all round, supplies 
mainly from the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland are fully equal to the 
demand. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday the 
market ruled firm on _ lighter supplies. 
Norfolk heifers are now coming forward, but 
al] prime qualities of live stock were very 
dear to buy. At the Manchester Pig Market 
demand generally ruled slow, sows especially 
being difficult to clear, notwithstanding the 
low prices ruling and present weather condi- 
tions are by no means conducive to business. 
Trade at Manchester Dead Meat Market has 
been on the quiet side throughout the week, 
but home-killed beef, mutton and lamb ruled 
fairly steady, Pigs had to be cleared, at low 
prices, but calves met a firm trade.
